New York, Ang. 25.—Two bodies 
were recovered from the ruins of Park 
Place tlis morning. They were iden- 
tified as William H. Ellis of Ellis & 
McDonald, and Frederick W. Trippe, 
proprietor of the drug store in the ill- 
fated building. 

The [talan laborer canght robbing 
bodies yesterday was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for six months. 

By 10:45 o’clock five more bodies 
were disclosed, but they could not be 
reached because of a heavy load of 
machinery on topof them. The coro- 
ner, after investigating, said there 
were not less than twenty persons 
baried under the restaurant. ‘The po 
lice think there were fifty corpses in 
the cellars; that would make the total 
ninety killed. To-day it is stated the 
<atastrophe is thought to have been 
caused by an explosion of naphtha or 
some other explosive matter. 

Insurance companies interested in 
the Park Place disaster held a meeting 
to-day and appoisted a committee to 
make an exhaustive inquiry inv the 
causes of the calamity.

Cutcaco, Aug. 25.—A Washington 
epecial saya: The catastrophe re- 
ported by the Treasury Department, 
from the Aretic regions, said the 
crews of two smal! steam whalers wio- 
tering near the mouth of the Macken-| 
zie, about five buodred miles east of 
Point Barrow, have been maseacred 
by.the natives of that region.

The river Aconcagua empties 
into the Concon Bay twelve miles 
north of Valparaiso. Balmaceda 
chose the river for his first line 
of defense.

to understand the degree of fanaticism 
prevailing among certain Buddhist 
sects. Here is, for instance, Hogon- 
-amdzi. the principal temple of the 
“Monto” sect. It is divided in two 
parts; one is the temple proper, the 
other is the residence of the grand 
| priest or supreme pontiff. The temple 
proper is an immense wooden building, 
support d by columns Abree feet in 
diarne Lut it is not there that you 
must jvok for ornaments and luxury. 
Buddua did not need them, and the 
vrand priest has reserved them for him- 
self. Its residence is covered inside and 
outside with admirable sculptures; the 
great reception parlor is twenty-five 
feet long and thirty-five feet wide, with 
the throne of the pontiff at the further 
end. The walls were painted by the 
most celebrated artists of the thirteenth 
century. The hall of fans has its ceil- 
ings entirely covered with fans of every 
imaginable shape and color. There are 
also the hall of books, the hall of cranes 
and many others, in which the decora- 
ting artists have displayed incredible 
patience and erudition. Their works 
represent the tales of a strange my- 
thology. 

The grand priest of Kioto is a power 
which the government must take into 
account. He can at any moment raise 
a formidable army of monks, and the 
history of Japan is filled with the nar- 
ratives of civil wars fomented by the 
bonzes of Hongouandzi and Hiyezan. 
Every year, in the months of May and 
June, there are in Kioto some two hun- 
dred thousand pilgrims, who come from 
all parts of the country, having traveled 
sometimes five hundred or six hundred 
miles on foot, begging along the road 
for a few handfuls of rice. It is custom- 
ary for the grand priest to pass proces- 
sionally on horseback once a year 
through the streets.of Kioto; and all 
those who are so fortunate as to see 
him, or even a portion of his vestment, 
are purified from all their sins, through 
th nere contemplation. On these voc- 
casions the pageant is gorgeous in the 
extreme, and the whole city keeps up 
the festival so long as the pilgrims re- 
main at Kioto. The excitement is so in- 
tense that it would not be safe for a 
foreigner to. mix too freely in the 
throng. The inhabitants of the prov- 
| inees of Yamato, Yamasio and Ise are 
strong fanatics; and foreigners must 
exercise great circumspection, taking 
care especially not to trespass upon the 
rites. Ifa member of the czarowitz's 
escort smiled unintentionally during a 
religious ceremony, or trod with his 
_ shoes upon the sacred mats on the floor 

of the temple, it would have been 

enough to incite a fanatic to avenge 
| Buddha. It is on account of an im- 
| prudence of this kind that Mr. Mori, 
_ minister of public instruction, who was 
| known to be a Protestant, was assassi-

THE TUNNEL SEEMED LONG. 
A Postal Clerk’s Perilous Ride in the 
Stifling Varkness. 

A thrilling experience, although not 
ending fatally, was had by a railway 
mail clerk who acted as distributor on 
a local train, says the Washington Star. 
He had a ear to himself, and at one sta- 
tion up in the Alleghany mountains had 
left his car for a minute or two to run 
forward to the engine, which was tak- 
ing water. The water tank was direct- 
ly west of the great tunnel, and when 
the tender was filled and the train 
started the clerk sprang for his car.

step and his body glued to the side of 
the car, for fear of being dashed off by 
the jagged sides, he was carried through 
the tunnel. 

As the tunnel was a mile long and the 
atmosphere therein is almost Stifling 
this luckless mail clerk's experience 
can be better imagined than described.
